Pride Takes to 
the Streets

Ottawa's gay and lesbian community will be writing history on June 
18. 1989. For the first time ever, we will be having a Lesbian & Gay 
Pride Parade in this city. In addition, June 18 will be declared “Equality 
Day” by Ottawa Mayor, Jim Durrell. 

Pride celebrations have grown substantially in the past two years 
from a community picnic hidden away in Strathcona Park to this year 
when we have over twenty community groups and businesses involved 
in more than thirty events throughout the month of June. It is an ac- 
complishment in which we can all take pride. Our community is finally 
beginning to step forward and demand the recognition we deserve. 

Lesbian & Gay Pride Week has two main purposes. The first is to 
promote a sense of pride in the achievements and accomplishments 
made in the past twenty years. 1989 marks the twentieth anniversary of 
both the modern gay liberation movement and the decriminalization of 
homosexuality in Canada. Secondly, it aims to provide a forum for us to 
affirm our gay and lesbian identity in a positive manner. 

The Pride Parade offers us an additional opportunity. That is to help 
further educate the general public by bringing our “invisible” minority 
into a public setting. Many of you may be reluctant to take that addi- 
tional step and join us as we walk through the streets of Ottawa in 
solidarity proclaiming that we want to be recognized for who we are. 
However, I encourage you to give it serious thought. It is important that 
we be seen with all the diversity in our community coming together for 
such an important event. 

The parade will organize in the parking lot on Somerset St. W. at the 
corner of Metcalfe beginning at 12:00 p.m. We will leave the parking 
lot at 1:00 p.m. and proceed west on Somerset to Bank St., north on 
Bank to Laurier, east on Laurier Ave. W. to Elgin, and south on Elgin St. 
to the Jack Purcell Community Centre. Several groups will be par- 
ticipating and carrying banners to identify their organizations. Others 
will have cars decorated. 

We encourage everyone to come out and walk with us whether you 
are part of a group or not. Everyone is welcome. Bring your family and 
friends. We hope to see you there. v 


Why Gay Pride?

This year, 1989, marks the twen- 
tieth anniversary of two very impor- 
tant events for lesbians and gays: The 
Stonewall riot and the 1969 Canadian 
Criminal Law Reform, decriminaliz- 
ing private sexual acts between two 
consenting adults. 

The Stonewall, located in New 
York’s Greenwich Village, was a 
popular night spot in which lesbians 
and gays gathered in an atmosphere 
devoid of the pressures of straight 
society. Police raids on gay bars were 
commonplace and although these 
raids created much animosity between 
the gay community and the police 
force, little or nothing was done to 
prevent them. Five gay bars were 
raided by New York police within 
three weeks previous to the Stonewall 
raid. 

It was on a Friday night, June 27, 


1969 that gay pride gained a strong 
and lasting momentum. 

Bar fags, dykes, drag queens and 
street people were typically crowded 
into the bar on Christopher Street. The 
police arrived around 2:00 a.m. and 
began clearing out the bar, allowing 
those with identification to be re- 
leased, but detaining those with none 
and those suspected of being cross- 
dressers. 

Instead of going home that night, 
people began to cross the street cheer- 
ing when their friends were escorted 
out of the bar. Several drag queens of- 
fered suggestive invitations to the 
police officers, and danced around, 
pleasing the surrounding crowd. 

Three very elegantly dressed drag 
queens appeared at the front door and 
were escorted to the waiting paddy

wagon. Someone began throwing coins at the police of- 
ficers. Others joined with rocks and beer cans, thus begin- 
ning the first major confrontation between the oppressors 
and the oppressed. The police were both frightened and 
shocked to see the resistance of these “limp-wristed 
queers.” Ironically, they sought refuge in the Stonewall 
while under attack from a barrage of bricks, stones and 
even parking meters. 

As the angry homophiles beat desperately against the 
doors of the Stonewall trying to reach their antagonists, 
they were soon joined by other gays and lesbians, curious 
as to what was going on. The moonlit night exploded with 
chants of “Christopher Street belongs to the queens!” and 
“Police and Mafia out of the bars!” 

Years of oppression and humiliation were remembered 
in the intense excitement. Horror stories about “queer bash- 
ing” and police brutality were relived on this night. The 
feeling of ostracization from an entire society were recalled 
and the frustration from those feelings was released in the 
violent uprising. 


“Quod erat demonstrandum” 
(that which has to be demonstrated) 


The demonstration prompted the Mattachine Society, an 
organization committed to lobbying for equal rights for 
gays and lesbians, to release a flyer, two days later, urging 
lesbians and gays to form resistance-organizations. And 
form they did. Students at the Alternative University in 
New York began providing meeting space for a Gay 
Liberation front. All across the nation, groups were form- 
ing, preparing for a showdown to protect their pride. 

Gay pride in Canada was soon to be given a boost as 
well. Although many misconceptions about homosexuality 
were prompting stereotypical images of lesbians and gays, 
the issue of sexual orientation was being discussed in cof- 
fee shops, at the dinner table and in the House of Com- 
mons. 

On December 21, 1967, Minister of Justice, Pierre 
Trudeau introduced a bill in the House of Commons which 
called for the lifting of sanctions against buggery and 
private sexual acts between two consenting adults. 

Then in 1969, debates began on a new bill calling for the 
reform of the criminal code. Bill C-150 was introduced by 
John Turner, minister of justice (even though he made it 
perfectly clear that homosexual behaviour was abhorrent 
and repugnant to himself and to most people). The om- 
nibus bill included abortion, contraception, gambling, lot- 
teries, and gun control measures as well as reform of the 
sexual offence laws. (The section referring to homo- 
sexuality called it “buggery” and gross indecency). 

The bill was finally passed on May 14, 1969. The vote 


was 149 for and 55 against. Although the bill made 
homosexuals sick people instead of criminals (it was 
decided that homosexuality was a disease, not a crime and 
therefore, should be treated as such), it did offer a candid 
compromise to the growing numbers of fags and dykes. 
Our issues were being recognized, although in a somewhat 
de facto way. Finally gays and lesbians had been given a 
tool against the injustice that would continue to influence 
the mentality and attitüdes of society. 

Nonetheless, attitudes are changing. As the 1988 federal 
election results were counted, the people witnessed the re- 
election of Svend Robinson, Canada’s Member of Parlia- 
ment who “happens to be gay”. Despite the jeers that were 
heard when Robinson publicly announced that he was gay, 
and despite the protests from those who claimed that the 
Member from Burnaby should have told his constituents he 
was gay before he was first elected, Judgement Day came 
and went and gays and lesbians everywhere cheered. 

Finally, people were saying that sexual orientation is a 
non-issue. It’s results that count. If a gay person can be 
elected as a Member of Parliament, then nothing could 
prevent success for lesbians and gays in any endeavour 
they attempted. Even more inspiring, Svend Robinson 
pulled in more votes after declaring that he was gay, than 
he had received in any election in his entire ten-year politi- 
cal career. 

Also of social significance is the fact the Quebec, On- 
tario, the Yukon and Manitoba have all established provin- 
cial protection laws, outlawing discrimination on the basis 
of sexual orientation. And although the right-wing faction 
of our society continues to pose a threat to our equality and 
our pride, the positive initiative taken by these provincial 
governments enables the gay and lesbian community to 
fight back against the closed minds in our nation. People 
like Grant Devine, Conservative Premier of Saskatchewan, 
who, in 1987, during the discussion of the Manitoba New 
Democratic Party government's decision to ban discrimina- 
tion on the basis of sexual orientation, publicly called 
homosexuality immoral and an aberration. And people like 
Brian Mulroney, who during the 1988 general election, 
asked a group of his right-wing colleagues: “Can you im- 
agine Svend Robinson as Minister of Defence?” 

Nevertheless, as we celebrate the anniversary of these 
two significant events, we are reminded that no longer will 
we believe the lies of the ignorant “straight” society. No 
longer will we sit quietly, listening to a redneck joke about 
gays and lesbians. We will no longer be afraid to be near 
children (We had heard for so long that homosexuals were 
child molesters, that we've begun to believe it) And when 
R.E.A.L. Women spread hatred and tell us that the death of 
a gay man or a gay womyn is not sad, we will say loudly 
and with the strength of our millions of brothers and sisters 
that Gay is Good and we are proud to be gay. See you at 
the Gay Pride March. V

Remembering Those 
Who Have Died From 
AIDS

Members of Affirm, Dignity, Integrity and the Metropolitan Community Church have 
been very active during the last few weeks in preparing an inter-faith service in memory of 
family members and friends who have died from AIDS. 

The service is being organized in conjunction with the Names Project (the AIDS Quilt) 
and will have as its central theme the celebration of life and hope. 

Those planning the event do not want the focus to be on the sadness and pain at the end 
of life, but rather on the opening to greater life. The lighting of candles in memory of those 
who have died will signify that they are still living amongst and within us.
